And 
it was used sparingly— to glaze windows, which were kept as small 
as possible because of the high cost as well as the poor quality of 
the Glass— and in tiny, slightly murky mirrors, used exclusively in 
milady s chamber. Glass— as we know it now— and its many uses 
would have been unthinkable to our forefathers. 

In the up-to-date home of today— whose modernity depends not 
only on its style, but also on its livability and adaptability to casual, 
everyday living— Glass is important as a basic building material 
and glamorous decorating medium. 

Today Glass is as much at home as a gleaming, polished pro- 
tector enhancing the fine wood finish of a coffee table as it is in a 
full-length door mirror. It becomes opaque and takes on a variety 
of beautiful colors for lovely easy-to-clean walls for bathrooms and 
kitchens, or retains its clear, crystal transparency in a beautiful 
picture window or glass wall. 

In this booklet are shown many examples of the use of Glass in the 
home. Some are relatively small, inexpensive and easy to add at 
any time. Others are larger and are a structural part of the house. 
But all are within the reach of the average American homeowner— 
and are designed to make your “glass house” beautiful, more liva- 
ble, and easier to care for.

With picture 
windows and glass walls, the inside and outside of a 
house are no longer rigidly separated, but can be used 
to complement each other. A useful, as well as beautiful, 
outdoor terrace extends right into the living room— and 
a lovely seascape takes care of year round decorating 
for one wall of a dining room as shown in photograph. 

Picture windows are practical for almost any room in

1 . Just three steps are necessary prior to order- 
ing the glass— measure the back wall along 
the tub length; measure the various lengths 
of base; make cardboard patterns of the loca- 
tions of the plumbing outlets. 




4 . Apply thick coating of mastic along rim. 
Place bottom back Carrara panel against back 
wall. Apply pressure against glass to give 
proper adhesion between glass and wall. Use 
a level to make certain panel is plumb. 




7. After buttering the ends of the upper back 
glass panel, the panel is set in the same 
manner as lower panel. Set upper end panels 
in the same manner. 




2 . A cardboard template is made to provide 
a pattern for shop drilling of holes in tub and 
Carrara panel. Place template over fittings 
to check hole alignment.

5 . Before installing end panel, the edge 
which butts against the back panel should 
be buttered with pointing compound to 
insure a waterproof seal. 




8 . Set base and sink panel in same manner 
as previously described.

These fittings consist of 
four brass bushings which are inserted in 
four shop drilled holes in the Carrara.

1 . Using a level, position and attach lower 
bracket to wall first, using screws provided. 
Place screws to strike wall studs. If this is not 
possible, use toggle bolts. Then set top bracket 
at correct height above lower one (see note 
below), and fasten by same method. 




2 . Set mirror in felt padded lower bracket clips 
and raise to wall against top bracket. Slide clips 
to uppermost point before placing mirror 
against top bracket. 




3 . Push top of mirror tight against the wall and 
slide down top ratchet clips. Your mirror in- 
stallation is complete. This type of mirror in- 
stallation is suitable for almost any wall mirror 
installation. Larger mirror should be handled 
by two persons.

To ORDER a door mirror, simply measure the distance from edge to edge 
of the door itself. That’s the only dimension you need to furnish. The over- 
all width determines which of the five standard door mirrors ( 16", 18", 20", 
22" or 24" by 68" ) will cover the recessed panels of your door— or fit evenly 
on a flush door.

to make a pattern 
furniture top 




1. To make a pattern for your furniture top, cover the table or other article with 
paper. Ordinary wrapping paper is good; don’t use newspaper— it’s too thin. If the top 
is large, you may have to paste two or more sheets together. Now lay books or other 
weights on the paper to help hold it in position. Hold the paper with one hand and 
trace around outside edge with a soft lead pencil, making sure you have a constant 
and legible line. 

If you’re going to order a mirror top, mark the upper side of the pattern, “Top.” 
Finished top will be exact size of paper pattern— so make sure pattern is a perfect fit. 




2 . Roll your pattern and take it to your 
nearest Pittsburgh Plate Glass dealer. If 
the top of your furniture is square or 
rectangular, measure the top carefully for 
exact length and width, make an exact 
pattern of one corner, and give dimen- 
sions and corner pattern to dealer. 
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Because the majority of windows in most homes are glazed with regular window 
glass, it is very important that yon select a top-quality sheet glass that will be a fit- 
ting companion to the Plate Glass Window Walls and Twindow Insulated Windows 
you use. And such a glass is Pennvernon— 'window glass at its best!”

How to use 

Pennvernon Window Glass 
to replace broken panes 




DO IT 
YOURSELF 




1. Clean window frame thoroughly. Using 
a putty knife or screw driver, lift out small 
fragments of glass, putty, paint and 
glazier’s points. Be careful not to splinter 
wood. Brush opening free from dirt. Then 
measure for accurate glass size. 




2 . Apply a thin layer of fresh putty on all 
four sides of the sash. The bottom glass 
edge should rest on a glazier’s point, so 
that glass will not be flush with wood. 
Press glass gently into place, using firm, 
even pressure. 




3 . Drive glazier’s points in the center of 
frame. They hold glass firmly. Use a ham- 
mer and small driving tool enclosed in each 
package of points. Use one or more points 
on each side of glass, depending on size. 
Remove excess putty. 




4 . Apply enough putty on all four sides. 
Work to consistency of bread dough. Make 
sure it’s smooth. Roll it into workable 
strips. Hold putty in one hand and knife in 
other. Feed putty continuously as stroke is 
made. Avoid short strokes. Hold knife as 
shown here for a smooth, beveled seal. 




5 . Let the putty dry for several days, then 
—to prevent shrinking— paint it to match 
the windows. Procedure is practically the 
same for steel sash. Make sure there are 
no obstructions to cause pressure on glass. 
Use clips instead of points, and more putty 
to fill the deeper channel.
